CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  'A  ' milk  to  nandlers  subject  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  milk,  order  in  August  1963 j will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $4,00  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3,5%,  A butterfat 
differential  of  7,1  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual 
tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3 ,57o  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum 
price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minim-om  blend  price 
is  sho^n  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4,

Approved  producers  shipped  19,225,735  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  market  during  August  1963,  of  which  14,344,322  pounds  or  74,6%  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down.  4,77o  from 
July  1963,  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  4,4%  from  July  1963,
